Mr. Wherntt was one of the most 
prominent Presbyterians of Central 
Kentucky, having become a com- 
municant at the age of 13; having 
been made a deacon in the Lancas- 
ter church in lS'.O. and having serv- 
ed continuously as an elder of the 
local membership since 1852. 

He also served four times n* Com- 
missioner to the I're-hvterian Gener- 
al Assembly, his last attendance be- 
ing at the session held at St. Louis. 
He leaves a wife who has been his 
constant companion and devoted 
help-meet for m>>re than tiO years, 
their golden wedding celebration 
held ..bout a decade ago having ev- 
idenced the great popularity ot the 
del.. veil <«.tip!c by the many hand- 
some gifts of which they were the 
happy recipients. 

He also leaves a son. W. ( . Wher- 
ritt, and two daughter-, Mr-. W. H.
